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After the votes were cast and tal- 
lied in Tuesday's Democratic and 
Republican Primaries, State Repre- 
sentative Jimmy Holley and Sheriff 
Brice Paul were among the winners, 

Representative Holley, the incum- 
bent, defeated Enterprise City Coun- 
cilman Max Ellis by a margin of 
1903 votes. Holley received 4749 
(62.5%) votes to Ellis' 2846 (37 5%) 
votes. 

When asked about the Elba- 
Enterprise division by the news me- 
dia after it was clear that he had 
won, Holley responded, "We are 
ALL one county!" 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
defeated political newcomer Howard 
Lee by a vote of 4915 to 2820. This 
marks the third elected term for 
Sheriff Paul. 

In 1979, Paul was appointed sher- 
iff by then Governor Fob James to 
serve the remainder of Sheriff Neal 
Grantham's term who was killed. 


Grantham had just been re-elected to’ 


his second term as sheriff, 

Another race that drew wide 
spread attention in Coffee County 
was the State Senatorial race. State 
Senator E. C. "Crum" Foshee, the in- 
cumbent received 3923 votes in Cof- 
fee County while his opponent, Wes 
Laird, an attorney from Opp, collect- 
ed 3145 votes.

It should be noted that this was 
Wes Laird's first venture into poli-

EWP erosion control initiated in Coffee County 


A large number of state and 
county officials assembled them- 
selves beside a large "gully" on 
County Road 40 last Friday morn- 
ing. ee half of the road had 
eroded due to the heavy rainfall in 
March causing the roadway to be- 
come part of the gully. 

Martin Moates, chairman of the 
Coffee County Soil and Water Con- 
servation District, welcomed the dis- 
tinguished members of the group 
and media to the site and stated that 
this was one of the many scars 
caused by nature in Coffee County. 
He said that with the help of the Soil 
Conservation Service those scars 
will be healed, 

Moates introduced Earnest Todd, 
State conservation director; Jim 
Brown, area conservationist; and 
Steve Musser, district conservation- 
ist, to explain to those gathered 
about the program recently funded 
by the federal government. . 

The program will be known as 
Emergency Watershed Protection or 
EWP for short. 

Under the EWP, the Soil and 
Conservation Service will repair two 
sites on County Road 40 and another 
Site in front of Wooten Chapel on 


County Road 43. These sites “are 
considered to ‘be exigency work 
since a hazard to public Safety is in- 
yolved because roadways have been 
affected. 

These projects will cost an esti- 
mated $187,400 which will be total- 
ly funded by the federal government. 

President George Bush has ap- 
proved $5 million in EWP assistance 
funds for Alabama. Some $2.16 mil- 
lion has been earmarked for work in 
Barbour, Coffee, Conecuh, Coving- 
ton, Crenshaw, Dale, Geneva and 
Pike counties, 

The assistance is to be let in three 
phases, 

The first phase is to be completed 
in 30 days and funds will cover 100 
percent of the cost to perform the 
work correcting identified problems, 

According to Jim Brown, the sec- 
ond phase covering seven additional 
100 percent sites will begin July’ 6 
and will also be completed within 30 
days after the contracts are let, 

The third phase will consist of 
non-exigency sites and be funded on 
an 80 percent federal and 20 percent 
local cost share basis. Starting dates 
for this phase will be determined af- 


ter the exigency programs are com- 
plete. 

"There are 22 non-exigency sites 
in Coffee County, meaning the sites 
are not life-threatening,” said Steve 
Musser. "When these contracts are 
let, the work must be completed 
within 220 days." 

"The EWP program passed by 
Congress is an opportunity for the 
agriculture comrr unity to assist the 
county in an er.ergency since the 
county provides financial resources 
to the conservation district," said 
Todd. 

"Most of the damages have been 
caused by watershed from agricul- 
tural land ... because of this we feel 
partially responsible for this," he 
said. "And if we come in and help 
with this program, I think that is 
what we should do," commented 
Todd.

Moates concluded by thanking 
everyone for the interest shown in 
this project and invited everyone to 
return to the site in five weeks and 
look at the difference. 


Corps prepares to work on levee 


The Army Corp of Engineers is 
preparing to do additional work on 
the Elba levee. 

Mobile based John J.“‘JJ” Page, 
Chief of Natural Disasters Branch of 
the Emergency Management Divi- 
sion of the Corp said Tuesday that 
additional maintenance work is 
scheduled. 

He explained that a survey 
showed the need for an additional 6 
to 8 inches of height needed in 
some areas “maybe as much as 12 
inches in a few places” to return the 
levee to its original recommended 


height. He explained that work 
would be done under the Highway 
84 bridge to include the replacement 
of the concrete apron to prevent 
washing. 

Page said several cavities have 
been discovered in the levee and will 
be filled.Also some large trees will 
be removed. 

The Corp of Engineers has re- 
ceived bids on leasing of dump 
trucks, etc, to haul the dirt for this 
project. However there were some 
conflicts in the bidding and they are 
presently addressing this problem 


-before actually letting the bids. 


Another survey - on the long term 
needs for the levee - is being con- 
ducted, according to Page. It will 
study the long term effects of Pea 
River in relationship to the town and 
the levee. Recommendations will be 
made on any additional work that 
needs to be done on the protective 
levee around Elba. 

The levee at Geneva is getting the 
same upgrade and the same long 
range study for needed improve- 
ments, according to Page,

The company which has the 
truck has agreed to meet represen- 
latives of the New Brockton Fire 
Department half-way. They will al- 
low them to inspect the truck with- 
out any obligation to buy it if it 
doesn't meet their expectations. 

Chief Lee told the council that 
he had two or three qualified fire- 
men who have agreed to go inspect 
the vehicle and purchase it if it is in 
tip-top shape. 

The council agreed to the propo- 
sal and further agreed to borrow the 
funds from the Peoples Bank for 36 
months. Payments will be made by 
the fire department with revenue re- 
ceived from the tobacco tax. 

The claim filed against the city 
by Mrs. Priscilla Foster in the 
amount of $100,000 was officially 
denied by the city council. Council- 
man Cole cast the only dissenting 
vote. 

Mayor Jim Driskell instructed 
the city's attorney, Joe Sawyer, to 
inform Mrs. Foster's atiomey of 
their decision, 

Councilman Cole asked, "Are 
We going to try to negotiate?"

Foolish me, I believed 
it! Elba's representation of four on a 
board of 24 was decreased to two, 
and we were not even aware of it un- 
ul the May meeting. I was presént at 
the May 1990 meeting when anoth- 
er vacancy was to be filled. An En- 


terprise person was nominated, I 
nominated one of the Elba names 
since Elba's representation was be- 
low the proportional representation 
standard. Again, an Enterprise per- 
son was voted to be on the board. 
Additionally, at this meeting re- 
written by-laws were to be discussed 
and voted upon. I made a motion 
that we accept the rewritten by-laws 
with the exception that we continue 
to have proportional representation. 
As the only Elba member present, I 
failed to receive a second. (Jane 
Brunson was unable to attend due to 
a death in the family), however, I 
was able to obtain a vote passing the 
by-laws with the exception of the 
section dealing with representation. 
It will be voted upon in a future 
mecting. If we are not guaranteed 
proportional representation do you 
want us to continue to serve? At 
present, we are only a voice of two 
and if one of us is not present, we 
can not even get a second to a mo- 
tion. As a matter of fact, Elba board 
members have even failed to be rec- 
ognized by the president. IS IT 
WORTH IT ALL? Please express 
your opinion to your two remain- 


ing board members.

Citizens meet to discuss present 
school situation, rumors and the 
proposed location for new schools 


A group of 118 interested citizens met Monday evening in the Elba 
courthouse to gather a list of questions to be asked of the Elba School 
Board at their next meeting, which will be held on Thursday night (to- 
night). The questions are listed here as they were prepared for and t- 
ed to the board members. Several deal with the same subject, an an- 
swer to one will answer another several numbers down, Some are 
obviously the direct result of unfounded rumors and half-truths. However 
these are as they were voiced by members of the group on Monday eve- 
ning. Butch Oggs, a former school board member, addressed the assem- 
bled group, announced the guidelines for the orderly discussion and will 
present the questions to the board Thursday night. He stressed that the 
community needed to pull together and acknowledged that many rumors 
ee about the schools and stated that the matters needed to be 
clarified. 

A statement made by Harry Jacobs does not appear as a question, but 
received the loudest of several Giese Jacobs acknowledged that he 
didn't always agree with the school board decisions, but felt that what was 
needed at this time was for the citizens to get behind the board members 
and va ae them in their actions concerning the Elba schools. 

Following the gathering of the questions, Superintendent Lamar Foley 
addressed the group and noted that he had not had a single call from any 
of the people in the group asking for answers to the questions voiced. Fo- 
ley said he could answer most of the questions right there and would sure- 
ly be prepared to answer them Thursday night. He stated that he had been 
in the Elba school system for 29 years and knew most of the group by 
their first names and questioned why they had not asked their questions 
earlier. : 

Several members of the Elba City Council and of the Elba aes School 
Board were present at the meeting but didn't address the group. Oggs had 
announced at the start, that board members would not be put on the spot at 
that meeting, but would be asked the questions at their Thursday meeting.

Four years ago Elba native 
Heath Bullard was travelling all 
over the state of Texas and visiting 
colleges across the southwest trying 
to find out something about’ the 
sport of soccer. 

The Elba High School graduate 
and former baseball standout at 
L.B. W. Junior College, in Andalu- 
sia, had been named the new head 
soccer coach at Grapevine High 
School, in Grapevine, Texas, and 
while he was entering new ground, 
Coach Bullard was determined to 
make himself into the best soccer 
coach the school had ever had.

That is 
what it takes - dedication."

Bobby Bullard, of Elba, was named 
as the "Coach of the Year" in Texas 
for guiding his team to its first ever 
State tile.

3.) Coffee County presently operates 
the only sanitary landfill in the county. A 
detailed description of that facility is as 
follows: 

a) A map of the existing sanitary 
landfill with a legal description has been 
included as Attachment “B”. 

b) Based on a report provided by 
Carter, Darnell and Grubbs Engineers, 
Inc. and documented in Attachment “C”, 
the remaining solid waste capacity in the 
Coffee County Sanitary Landfill is ap- 
proximately 700,000 cubic yards. With 
the estimated solid waste utilization rate 
of Coffee County being 37,500 tons per 
year, the existing facility has a remaining 
life expectancy of 7 years. 

c) The Coffee County Sanitary Land 
fill was opened January 1, 1980, and is 
presently owned by Coffee County. This 
facility operates under ADEM permit 
number 16-01R which will expire April 
30, 1992. All permit inspection reports 
for the last three years have been includ- 
ed as Attachment “D". No portion of the 
existing waste stream is presently accept- 
ed from outside the boundaries of Coffee 
County. 

4.) No other solid waste facilities 
have service areas, as defined by the Ala- 


Crittenden, Jr., 


bama Department of Environmental 
Management, which include Coffee 
County. 


5.) Should a waiver be granted, the 
Coffee County Commission wouia put- 
sue permitting a 500 acre solid waste dis- 
posal facility to accept waste from Cof- 
fee County as well as surrounding 
counties. 

6.) A new permit is sought for a 500 
acre solid waste disposal facility with an 
estimated capacity of 3.6 million tons. 
(Based on 300 usable acres, average 
depth of 20 feet, 1000 lbs. per cubic yard 
density, and a 3 to 1 waste to cover ra- 
tio). The service area for this facility 
would include Coffee County, Coving- 
ton County, Butler County, Crenshaw 
County, Pike County, Barbour County, 
Dale County and Geneva County. The 
maximum utilization rate, based on a 
combined population of 239,000, 6.5 
pounds per capita per day, and 25 per- 
cent recycling would be 213,000 tons per 
year. The estimated life expectancy of 
this site would then be 17 years. 

7.) As a result of the proposed Re- 
source Conservation and Recovery Act 
(RCRA) Subtitle D regulations, a poten- 
tial crisis exists in Coffee County as a re- 
sult of the following: 

a) The cost to retrofit the existin 
landfill in accordance with Subtitle “ 
requirements for the remaining life of the 
facility prevent this from being an eco- 
nomically viable alternative. 

b) Coffee County will not have ample 
time to plan, construct and permit a re- 
gional facility between the last date of 
the moratorium and the effective date of 
the Subtitle “D” regulations. 

c) No other alternatives exist for the 

disposal of solid waste generated in Cof- 
fee County. 
+ Based on the foregoing information, 
the Coffee County Commission recog- 
nizes that a potenual crisis exists in Cof- 
fee County which poses a threat to both 
human health and the environment. The 
Coffee County Commission has deter- 
mined that the only viable and safe alter- 
native to the disposal of solid waste is to 
develop a regional solid waste landfill to 
be operated by Coffee County and made 
available for use by neighboring 
counties. 

Accordingly, be it resolved by the 


County Commission of Coffee, County, 
Alabama that a request for a waiver of 
the solid waste moratorium is made to 
the State Health Officer, to allow time to 
plan, permit and construct a regional 
landfill in accordance with Subtitle “D" 
in order to prevent the potential crisis in 
Coffee County from becoming a reality.

School Board hears 


There were 111 parents, teachers 
and other interested citizens present 
last Thursday night when the Elba 
City School Board met. Several said 
they had been ask by a friend to at- 
tend. Shirley Belcher was attending 
her first meeting as a board member 
at this meeting. 

This group included at least 14 
school teachers, three bus drivers, 
four members of the news media and 
one baby in arms. 

On the agenda that attracted a lot 


of attention from citizens was a num-: 


ber of questions posed to the school 
board by a group of interested citi- 
zens in a seperate meeting and 
knowledge that Terry Butts had 
asked for permission to address the 
Board on matters relating to recent 
decisions made by the school board. 

Due to the large group of citizens 
present and their interest in particu- 
lar matters, the board postponed ac- 
tion in employing personnel for the 
coming school year. This is an item 
that often requires executive sessions 
to discuss problems of a confidential 
nature concerning individual teach- 
ers or other employees. 

Prior to any of the visitors speak- 
ing, Chairman G. A. Lindsey ex- 
plained that a decision had already 


been reached concerning a site for 
the proposed new school park. He 
told the group that a piece of proper- 
ty near the city limits on Highway 
84 West had been selected and a Let- 
ter of Intent signed by the property 
owners and by school officials. This 
eliminated a number of questions 
planned by Butch Oggs who was 
planning to present prepared ques- 
tions on behalf of the group of citi- 
zens. 

Mayor Fred Moore addressed the 
board and urged them to consider all 
options before making a final deci- 
sion. He also expressed concern for 
the added expense of furnishing util- 
ities to the new school park. He 
urged board members to include this 
additional expense in their cost esti- 
mates for the new facilities. The 
mayor also noted there is almost 
$300,000 still outstanding on bonds 
floated to build or repair the old 
schools. 

Moore noted the board had a hard 
job, commended the members for 
doing a good job and urged them to 
keep up the good work, ‘and don't 
forget who we are working for”. 

Moore also asked that if a new 
school is built, the old buildings be 
deeded to the City of Elba. 


A motion was made immediately 


to deed the buildings to the city sub- 


ject to approval by the State of Ala- 
bama. A reservation was put in the 
motion to allow the school to use the 


football field for at least one more | 


football season. 

Terry Butts addressed the board 
and assembled citizens for about one 
hour. He opened and closed with a 
clarification that he had no opinion 
on any decision to move the schools, 
leave them downtown, etc. Butts 
said he wanted to explain some of 
the actions taken by the board during 
recent months and hoped that when 
the meeting was over, the group 
would leave with a clear understand- 
ing of what has happened and will 
happen and “‘be together”. 

He went into detail on how feder- 
al funds would be sent to repair the 
damage, funds furnished for tempo- 
rary school facilities, etc. He also ex- 
plained the bond issue passed by the 
Alabama legislature and how it 
would be allocated. 

A request was made by Butts that 
the Board appoint a citizens commit- 
tee to work with the board in devel-

The Elba City Council meeting 
Monday was routine with only a 
fleeing references to the flood and 
no flood related business being 
transacted.

Elba W & E Board members 
concerned about past dues 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday evening and 
the main topic of discussion was 
the $27,000.00 past due electric 
bills. 

After a brief discussion by board 
members, it was decided that the 
meters would be pulled on resi- 
dences with past due bills and that 
WERE NOT affected by the flood 
walters. 

The pulling of meters has long 
been the policy of the board when 
customers ignore all efforts to col- 
lect the monies due for electrical 
service. 

It was agreed that for those cus- 
tomers who were affected by the 
flood and others who had and were 
making an effort to pay their bill, 
the board would continue to work 
with them in satisfying their debt. 

Mayor Fred Moore was given 
the authority to proceed with the 
pulling of electric meters on delin- 
quent bills. 

In reviewing the financial report 
as a whole, Board Chairman Mick- 
ey Murdock said, "It appears that 
our income is exceeding our ex- 
penses which is good!" 

Board members expressed their 


relief that the city's utility system 
suffered no more damaged than it 
did due to the flood. Most of, if not 
all, damage to the system has been 
repaired and the workload is return- 
ing to some semblance of normal. 

The board was told that Elba's 
water continues to test good ac- 
cording to the reports received 
from the state. 

When asked by this newspaper 
about the concern expressed some 
individuals as to whether or not the 
proposed site of the new Elba 
school system was within the city's 
"electrical boundaries", the re- 
sponse by Mayor Moore was that it 
had been checked on and it is. 

City Councilman Donald Law- 
ford was welcomed by board mem- 
bers to the meeting. Lawford was 
appointed by the city council to fill 
the vacant seat on the board due to 
the resignation of Eddie Vaughan. 

At the close of the meeting, it 
was noted that a change in the 
board's meeting date and time was 
a possibility. Members of the board 
and the news media were told that 
they would be notified of the 
change, if it occurs, 


a 


that the police force had been stable 
for an unusually long time without 
any turnover. Hanchey said there 
had been no resignations since he be- 
came chief, something he was thank- 
ful for. 

Mayor Fred Moore noted the 
force was very professional and was 
doing a good job of solving crimes 
that occur within the city. 

The council approved a recom- 
mendation by the zoning board to re- 
zone about five acres of land at the 
intersection of Highway 203 and 
Taylor Mill Road from R-1 to R-3. 
An apartment complex is planned 
for the area. 

A resolution was approved and 
signed to allow Mayor Moore to sign 
papers connected with a grant appli- 
cation to repair sub-standard hous- 
ing. 

Charles Lindsey addressed the 
council with a recommendation that 
the city council make all decision 
and not have boards appointed to run 
things such as the schools. The coun- 
cil thanked Lindsey and took the 
Se gestiOn under advisement. 

ouncilman Donald Lawford was 
appointed to the utility board, filling 
the vacancy created with the resigna- 
tion of Eddie Vaughan from the 
council. 

Moore told council members he 
had received a one month extension 
on the present garbage contract 
which was due to expire at the end 
of June. He said that be the next 
council meeting in two weeks, he 
would be prepared to recommend a 
course of action concerning the gar- 
bage collection. 

Moore also announced that the 
council would make a decision this 
month on how to distribute the mo- 
nies donated to local flood victims.

Coffee County Commission 
proposes regional landfill 


The Coffee County Commission 
meeting in regular session Monday 
morning satisfied their agenda and 
was signing bills in less than forty- 
five minutes. 

A resolution to the State Health 
Officer was signed by the commis- 
sion requesting a wavier of the solid 
waste moratorium imposed by Legis- 
lative Act No. 89-824. 

The Act, in short, states that no 
new landfills are to be permitted for 
approximately the next two years. 
Coffee County's present facility's 
permit expires April 30, 1992. 

In the resolution, the commission 
is seeking a new permit for a 500 
acre regional solid waste disposal fa- 
cility with an estimated capacity of 
3.6 million tons.(Based on 300 usa-
